dead virgin." 


Another queer characteristic of 


these people, she said, was their 
desire to live, in groups and amidst 
all the noise and

that 


could 'be collected under one roof. 


She told of a custom which she 


liad found in one of 
the 
coal 


regions. "On St. Peter's Day," 
she said, "an image was formed 
of St. Peter. It was placed »n a 
cot. 
The straw 
stuffed 
figure 


re a large cross aloft. This cot 


was carried from house to house. 
At each place it. was left until all 
the beer there had 'been consumed. 
Then it was taken 
to ' another 


house. The inmates of each home 
were generally people from the 
different settlements around and 
about the district. "You couldn't 
no more get one of those men to! 


liquor traffic was advocated.
